Loon Pond contains suitable habitat for warmwater fishes. An experimental stocking of largemouth bass 
was done in 1954 through 1956 after the original survey showed that habitat conditions were not suitable 
for coldwater sport fish. Although these bass stockings have not produced an exceptional fishery, they 
have provided opportunity for the bass angler. 
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
